REALTY CONDEMNED 


Better Business Bureau Objects 
to Appeal to Mob Involved 
in System. 


The “lunch and lecture” system 
of promoting the sale of subdi- 
vision property, in process of being 
introduced in St. Louis, is con- 
demned in a resolution adopted by 
the directors of the: Real Estate 
Exchange. 

The plan, sometimes known as 
the “feed ‘em and fool ‘em” sys- 
tem, has been the subject of warn- 
ings in weekly circulars issued by 
the Better Business Bureau, which 
points out as the chief evil the 
practice of orally promising a re- 


the purchaser is dissatisfied, while 
the contract signed expressly statcs 
that the company will accept no 
such responsibility. 

Mob psychology is the basis of 
the system which, in its devices to 
arouse sales interest, is an elabora- 
tion of the practice of offering the 
prospective. buyer a sandwich in 
one hand and a contract in the 
other. 

Several hundred persons, most- 
ly women, of obvious buying pow- 
er, are called upon by young wom- 
en and invited to visit the city and 
take luncheon in the county 
guests of an organization, the 
name of which contains no sugges- 
tion of real estate. The impres- 
sion is given, as far as possible, 
that the tour is to be a civic event, 

Young men representatives, in 
expensive cars, cal] for the “guests” 


luncheon and the tour begins. 

*You feed them a line,” the rep- 
resentatives are instructed, “and 
give them a lot of boloney. Say 
nothing about the fact that the 
proposition is a real estate deal.” 

At the luncheon, served in fault- 
less style in a large tent on the 
subdivision ground, a lecture on 
the fine points of real estate is giv- 
en by a high-pressure speaker, who 
elaborates on the future growth of 
the city and the glories of its past 
history. 


Luncheon over, the “guests,” 
known as “suspects,” are taken 
over the grounds by the young 


men representatives. As soon as 
the “suspects” inquire about prices, 
they are turned over to “closers,” 


‘salesmen skillful at closing sales. 


“If the ‘suspect’ does not be- 
come a ‘prospect’ then,” the repre- 


isentatives are instructed, “take her 


over to the other tent.” 

Here a man on a platform, amid 
general excitement and activity and 
surrounded by plats stuck through 
with colored pins, shouts from time 
to time through a megaphone “Lot 
6, Block 10, sold to Mrs. So-And- 
So.” If the “suspect” doesn't bu® 
then, she is taken home. If she 
does, she finds later that the oral 
promise of re-sale is expressly re- 
pudiated in her contract. rig
